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. la first mat LKX HARVKT OSWALD whan ha da par tad from 
■ev Orleans, Louiaiaaa, tha lattar part of Saptambar, 1959, 
aboard tha SS Marion Lykas, a fralghtar. OSWALD occupiad tha 
aama cabin aa LORD anrouta to Franca, la racallad observing 
OSWALD } a paaaport aad vlaa aad noting tha aama LU HAH V IT OSWA1 JIO 
oa thin passport. Mosavar, ha was usable to recall at this time^ 
OSWALD a destlaatloa aa reflected oa tha visa attached to the 
passport. BO did recall that tha freighter stopped at* only two 
porta. Lacs Pallsse, Francs, aad a port laJCagXjutS), mnd that 

OSWALD did not disembark > at Lace Pallsae, France 
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la addition to himself aad OSWALD, there ears only 
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other passengers oa the fralghtar, namely; a retired U. S. Army 
major and his wife, names uarecalled, who ha believed were from 
tha State of Florida. Ba vaguely recalled they were traveling 
to either Ireland or Scotland. 

During tha entire trip he actually had very little c< 
vernation with OSWALD-; as OSWALD was a very cynical, surly, ua 
friendly type of individual who obviously did not desire to 
associate or engage lacoavorsatioaa with his fallow pasaeagars 

Oa tha first day of tha trip, OSWALD did engage la a 
very limited amount of conversation. Ba recalled OSWALD told 
him that ha iataadad to vacation ia Europe , with no specific 
area in E urope hJlar mentioned. B6 further recalled OSWALD Maying 
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that he sight possibly attend sobs unknown school in Switzerland. 
OSWALD at no tins indicated that he had any intention of going to 
Kufasia. He newer had any reason to believe OSWALD could be an 
agent of any foreign governaent or that he. was inclined towards 
Couunism. 



He advised OSWALD never discussed his background with 
his other than to state that he was fros New Orleans, Louisiana, 
sad was just recently discharged fros the U. S. Marines. OSWALD 
stated that his sother lived in Fort Worth, Texas, and was esployed 
is a drug store in Fort Worth. OSWALD sensed very bitter of the 
econosic conditions of his sother. OSWALD however, did not consent 
os the econosic conditions in the. United States or discuss any 
political- views. 

He recalled that although OSWALD never specifically 
stated ho was an atheist, he gave this isprossion, stating 
on one occasion "that only natter existed and everything case 
fros natter." OSWALD appeared to be sosewhat of an intellect, 
paving above average intelligence, but did not appear to do any 
reading .aboard ship. OSWALD did not appear to be a violent or a 
fanatic individual. 

The first tlse he actually knew that OSWALD had traveled 
to Russia was when he was in receipt of a newspaper clipping fros 
his mother, Mrs. LSLA K. LORD, 2403 Halloway, Midland, Texas, 
in which it was reported in a Fort Worth, Texas, newspaper LX8 
HARVKT OSWALD, 20 year old ex-Marine fros Fort Worth, Texas, had 
denounced his American citizenship and had turned in his American 
passport and requested Russian citizenship. He said he believed 
thin article appeared in the Fort Worth newspaper during November, 

1959. i 
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His mother h*d recalled the name of OSWALD from a letter 
be, LORD, had written to his mother upon arriving in France, 
mentioning to her that OSWALD had been his roommate on his voyage 
over. 
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
